Bram and Putens Lead, 
Turnout Down Sharply 

In a close election marked by low turnout, Councilmem- 
ber Antoinette Bram became the likely next mayor of 
Greenbelt, gamering votes from 1,582 voters (based upon 
unoiiicial results). She edged out coilleague Edward Putens 
by just two percentage points. Although not mandated by 
law, the top vote getter is traditionally named mayor. If 
IK) named, Bram will be the first female mayor since Eliza¬ 
beth Harrington served in 1949 - 1951. 

Incumbents Thomas White and Rodney Roberts and 
challenger Judith Davis will join Bram and Putens on the 
council. This will be the first time since 1973 that there 
will be two women on the city council. 

Despite a nearly 25 percent increase in the number of 
registered voters in the city, the total nui^ber of votes 
cast in this election decreased by 11.5% from the 1991 coun¬ 
cil race. 
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Weidenfeld

Mayor Gil Weidenfeld pre¬ 
sided over his last meeting 
of the Greenbelt Gity Coun¬ 
cil on October 25. His col¬ 
leagues presented him with 
a plaque containing the 
gavel he had wielded for the 
last 11 years. 

Weidenfeld noted that during 
the current term council had 
adapted the Lake Park Master 
Plan, an issue that was on coun- 
ciVs agenda when he first joined 
that body 22 years ago. Other 
accomplishments were the open¬ 
ing of the fitness center and the 
renovations to the Roosevelt 
Center parking lots. Those reno¬ 
vations, just underway, delayed 
the meeting as Weidenf eld's 
colleagues joined the public in 
searching for scarce parking 
places. At least two council 
members confesg^ed to being 
illegally parked. 

Like all his colleagues, the 
retiring mayor thanked city 
staff and council colleagues for 
their cooperation. He admitted 
he was -beginning to expedience 
‘•withdrawal pains” as he thought 
of leaving the challenging, frus¬ 
trating position. In closing, he 
thanked the citizens of the city 
for their support. 

Aside finm the council mem¬ 
bers’ closing comments on their 
now completed terms, the meet¬ 
ing agenda was devoid of major 
controversy, with all motions ap¬ 
proved unanimously. 

Bicycle Petition 

The Greenbelt Bicycle CJoali- 
tion has petitioned the city seek¬ 
ing improvements on roads lead¬ 
ing to the Metro Station. Council 
discussed the petition briefly and 
agreed to establish a bicycle 
task force and to take action on 
a citywide trails plan, taking 
the coalition’s requests into con¬ 
sideration In addition, council 
asked city staff to find out what 
bicycle related actions county

Park and Planning authorities 
were considering as part of their 
intermodal study of Metro access. 

Lakewood ^torm Drainage 

Director of Planning and De¬ 
velopment Celia Wilson reported 
on a meeting between city staff 
and representatives of the coun¬ 
ty Department of Environmental 
Resources (DER). She said the 
DER expects to submit a pro¬ 
posal by the end of the year for 
full funding for a project to 
mitigate stormwater problems in 
Lakewood. It would than need 
approval from the county gov¬ 
ernment and county council to 
be included in the county’s capi¬ 
tal improvements budget. 

Greenbrook Lake 

There have also been some 
developments regarding Green- 
brook Lake, reported Wilson. The 
plan has been “favorably re¬ 
ceived” by the neighboring home- 
owners, she said. At their re¬ 
quest, she is seeking one final 
informal review by the Army 
Corps of Engineers to ensure 
that agency will . support the 
plan when it is formally sub¬ 
mitted. The DER has agreed 
to submit the proposal for coun¬ 
ty funding. Wilson said that 
the plan has received “prelimi¬ 
nary support” from everyone 
who will review the plan in a 
formal capacity. 

Liquor License 

Council unanimously agreed to 
oppose granting a liquor license 
to the Armadillo Carryout in 
Beltway Plaza. The license would 
allow carryout purchases of beer 
seven days a week. 

Awards 

Weidenfeld presented Deputy 
City Manager/City Treasurer 
Michael McLaughlin with awards 
the city had won for its com¬ 
prehensive annual financial re¬ 
port and for its budget presen¬ 
tation. It was the tenth consecu¬ 
tive year the city was awarded 
the Certificate of Achievement 
for Excellence in Financial Re-

porting and the sixth time in 
seven years that the city re¬ 
ceived the Distinguished Budget 
Presentation Award. 

City Manager Daniel Hobbs 
then presented McLaughlin with 
a City Manager’s Award, a 
watch with the city logo on its 
face, for his financial leadership 
and can-do attitude- Hobbs cited 
McLaughlin’s actions in meeting 
the budget challenges of the last 
few years, arranging for re¬ 
financing the city’s debt and the 
parking ticket recapturing p»‘o- 
gram as examples of McLaugh¬ 
lin’s leadership. 

City Horticulturist Bill Phelan 
and Horticultural Crew member 
Pat Heaney were presented with 
a county beautification award 
for their work in Schrom Hills 
Park. In expressing his apprecia¬ 
tion for the work of all the 
award winners that evening, 
council member Thomas White 
noted that “you can’t walk 
through and enjoy a budget 
document. .

Deer Corraled in Store, Dies

A panicked deer strayed into the Safeway at Green¬ 
way Center last Friday, October 29, and died of a heart at¬ 
tack after being cornered and seized, according to Safeway 
meat department manager Raymond Selke. Selke said a 
Greenbelt police officer, one of sevwal on the scene, was 
injured holding the animal down, as was an employee when 
the deer reportedly crashed into him and pushed him up 
against some shelves. 


The animal apparently came 
in through the automatic doors 
at about 10:30 a.m. It ended up 
in the meat department in the 
rear of the store after being 
pursued by 15 to 20 people, both 
employees and customers, trying 
to corral it with shopping carts. 
While the frightened animal was 
careening about, the store loud¬ 
speaker directed customers to 
move to the front so no one 
would get hurt. 

Difficult to Subdue 

Selke said they had some dif¬ 
ficulty subduing the struggling 
animal, which had trouble stand¬ 
ing up on the slick, waxed floors. 

“The lady from Greenbelt Ani¬ 
mal Control (later identified as 
Officer Martha Fenn) was try¬ 
ing to put a noose over the 
deer’s head and couldn’t get it 
on. That was the worst moment 
for me. I was afraid if we 
couldn’t control it, it would hurt 
itself or somebody else. I took 
my meat coat off and threw 
it over the deer’s head and got 
ahold of it,” enabling Officer 
Fenn to apply the noose while 
another employee held it in back. 
“We held it for 45 minutes while 
waiting for (Prince Georges 
County) Animal Ccntrol” He said 
the deer, a four-point buck about 
five feet tall, was bleeding from 
the mouth and lips. “It appeared 


to be very jumpy. ... It was 
more terrified at this point.” 

'Selke praised Officer Fenn, 
who he said was very concerned 
about the deer’s welfare. “She 
was concerned that we not choke 
it,” he said. “I would check the 
noose (periodically).” 

Tranquilizer Unavailable 

Unfortunately, the animal 
went into cardiac arrest about 
the time county employees ar¬ 
rived, a fact which saddened 
Selke. “I can’t understand why 
a city like Greenbelt, with its 
own Animal Control officer, 
wouldn’t spend a little on a 
tranquilizer gun and training (in 
its use). What if it had been a 
big rabid dog?” 

County Animal Control Chief 
George Whiting said the 'boun¬ 
ty’s response was delayed by a 
search for an appropriate tran¬ 
quilizer, calling several vefterin- 
arians before coming from the 
animal shelter in Porestvillei ac¬ 
cording to an account in the 
Prince Georges Journal. He is 
going to stock the drug in the 
future, he said. But he added 
that the animal’s chances for 
survival would have been mar¬ 
ginal even if the response had 
been quicker.

Our Responsibility 

We on the News Review staff feel that we have a spe¬ 
cial responsibility to provide a forum for discussion of the 
issues involved in city council elections. The recent senes 
of questions to candidates was a way to meet that respon¬ 
sibility. All candidates were provided an opportunity— 
at no cost to them—to present their views. 

We were dismayed, therefore, to discover that Council 
Nedd II charged in a “Dear Greenbelt Republican:” letter 
to some voters that the News Review stopped publishing 
his responses. In the October 27 letter, he wrote: As the 
only Republican caniidate for the Greenbelt City Council 
I am facing an uphill battle even with the city paper the 
News Review. The News Review asked last week ‘Where 
is Nedd?’ Well, after the second week they stopped pub¬ 
lishing my responses to their ‘question of the week’ so I 
was heard from no longer.” 

This charge is not correct. The News Review made 
every effort possible to include Mr. Nedd’s responses. We 
first contacted Mr. Nedd when we had not received his first 
response. When we learned that he was unaware of the 
invitation published in the paper we permitted him to sub¬ 
mit his first response 24 hours after the deadline. 

When no response was received for quCvstion 3, we 
called Mr. Nedd asking him to verify that he had not sub¬ 
mitted one. That call was not returned. Before we pub¬ 
lished the “Where Is Nedd” story, we tried calling Mr. 
Nedd four times without reaching him or his returning 
the calls. 

On Monday, November 1 the news editor did talk 
with Mr. Nedd by phone. Mr, Nedd stated that he put re¬ 
sponses to questions 3 and 4 in our Co-op box but said that 
he did not respond to our phone call because he was out of 
town. He criticized our handling of his two printed re¬ 
sponses, saying there were typos and his answers had been 
unfairly edited, making them shorter than the others. 
(No response of any candidate was longer than 150 words, 
we counted them all.) 

We are pleased with our recent series of questions to 
the candidates and regret that Mr. Nedd feels that he was 
treaeted unfairly. We take seriously our responsibility to 
present all candidates^ views fairly. 

Those Signs Again 

What would it be like to have a Greenbelt election 
without a sign controversy? This year, the eighth candi¬ 
date, Council Nedd II, erected signs on city property next 
to the signs placed there for other candidates. Although 
we are not aware that his signs differed in any way from 
the other campaign signs put at these sites, the city re¬ 
moved them. The city said that Mr. Nedd had not followed 
the city policy on signs. He had not given the signs to the 
city to put up, but had done it himself, and had not paid the 
required 50 dollar fee. 

We are troubled by the city goyernment’s involvement 
with campaign signs. Freedom of speech is a fundamental 
constitutional right and the courts generally frown on un¬ 
reasonable restrictions. In fairness to challengers and to 
avoid extensive litigation to defend restricting this basic 
freedoni, we urge the new council to review the sign policy 
carefully.

winter's Eclipse 

In one fell swoop everything 
changed.

With¬ 
in this farewell ritual I tried to 
calm my discontent by taking 
refuge in the coming December 
winter solstice, when the sun 
could start taking back the 
skies.

ces say that such incidents have 
been occurring with greater fre¬ 
quency because development is 
contracting wilderness areas 
while deer herds are expanding, 
according to the Journal account. 
The deer population is “basic¬ 
ally growing out of control” at 
the Beltsville Agricultural Re¬ 
search Center and nearby Pa¬ 
tuxent Wildlife Center, said 
Paul Peditto, a biologist with 
the DNR Wildlife Division quot¬ 
ed in the story. He added that 
it is deer mating season, “When 
they're moving, looking for does, 
they'll travel quite a ways.” 

Said Selke, who has been with 
Safeway for 29 years, “This is 
the most unusual thing that has 
happened to me on this job. I've 
bad bomb scares. I've been rob¬ 
bed. Those kind of go with the 
retail business. But I never ex¬ 
pected this.”

Perhaps laiter, on some Febru¬ 
ary evening while cOoking din¬ 
ner, I'll notice the days are get¬ 
ting Longer once * again. And 
holding my rebellious spirit still, 
like a celestial body quieted in 
orbit, my solstice will move to¬ 
ward its equinox, and night will 
move toward day, and dark will 
.move toward light*

SHA Trail Completed

Two paved trails have been 
constructed on Staite Highway 
Administration property in 
Greenbelt. Both start at the SHA 
driveway on Kenilworth Avenue. 
One of .the trails goes ntorih 
ailong the Kenilworth Avenue 
right of way to the Capita] Of¬ 
fice Park Road. The other goes 
south through SHA property to 
the parking lot behind the 
Greenibelt Marriott. 

According to Robert Naylor, 
SHA Maintenance, these paths 
will be part of the Capital Office 
Park fitness trail- 

Gindy Pollack of the Capital 
Office Park Management staff 
says that the trail across the 
SHA property is a 0.5 mile ex¬ 
tension to an existing 1.5 mile 
fitness tiail. She added that city 
residents are welcome to use 
the trail. There is a gate on the 
trail segment to the Marriott 
parking 'ot which is open- from 
7:30 a.m,-4 p.m. Curb cuts for 
handicap access will be installed 
at the SHA driveway. 

The path linking the STIA 
Driveway to the Capital Office 
Park Service Road is on the 
Greenibelt Trails Plan- A path 
at that location is a convenience 
for those bicyclists and walkers 
who prefer to cross Kenilworth 
Avenue at the Crescent Road 
iivtersection rather than the Ivy 
Lane iiiterseetion. The draft 
Trails Plan was presented to 
City Council last 3rear by Eric 
Berlin, City Trails Plan Coor¬ 
dinator. 

Alan Turnbull of the Greenbelt 
Bicycle Coalition (GBC) uses 
the palth to bicycle commute to 
the Greenbelt Metro-Marc Sta¬ 
tion. He said that many people 
feel that the Crescent Road in¬ 
tersection is the safest place to 
cross Kenilworth Avenue because 
there is a traffic light to control 
traffic. Last month, the GBC 
petitioned City Council for 
safe means of carrying bicycle 
traffic across Kenilworth to the 
new Greenbelt Metro Station. 
The GBC petition also asked for 
paved shoulders on Crescent Road 
and bicycle lanes on Ivy nd 
Cherrytwood Lanes.

City Inspector Explains 
Center Parking Construction

The parking lots in Roosevelt Centef "afe uncier con- 
struction until Christmas, but city staff said they will vastly, 
improve the flow of traffic and the overall aesthetics of the 
area. The parking lots will be rebuilt using a phased ap-‘ 
proach, said Jim Sterling, Construction Inspector for the 
Department of Planning and Community Development. 
First, the lot by the Fitness/Aquatic Center will be upgrad¬ 
ed, next, the bottom lot by the Post Office will be slated 
for change. Lastly, the Co-op parking lot wdll be redesigned 
and reconstructed to include a better loading area and easier 
traffic patterns. 


The reconstruction project will 
cost a total of ^454,000. Two of 
the three parking lots will he 
funded by the community de¬ 
velopment block grant funds- The 
remaining lot will be paid for 
from other city funds for capital 
improvements, said Sterling. 

Special attention has been paid 
to minimize disruption to shop¬ 
pers in ifche Center area with 
each lot being worked on sepa¬ 
rately. 

Alccording to the contract with 
Fort Myer Construction Com¬ 
pany, there will always be a 
minimum of 300 parking spaces 
available at any one time. Most 
parking restrictions normally in 
effect have 'been lifted during 
the construction period. 

The removal of the parking 
islands and their respective trees 
was necessary for the project. 
Sterling said that many of the 
trees were diseased or showed 
signs of stunted growth. “The 


old trees were particularly root 
bound,” said Sterling. The new 
islands will have large caliper, 
healthy trees. 

After the three phases are 
complete and the bids for the 
community center have been ac¬ 
cepted, there will be work on 
the lots behind Center School 
and the library. There will be 
a coordinating connector between 
those lots and the upper lot by 
the Youth Center. 

In addition to landscape im¬ 
provements, the E>epartment will 
also install new lighting fixtures, 
pedestrian crosswalks, bicycle 
parking, new surfacing and 
planting strips to the rear of 
the Co-op building. 

City staff is vrorking toward 
better signs for the Roosevelt 
Center area, as well- Plans for 
the improvement project will be 
available for public review and 
comment in approximately 20 
days.

Bicycle Parking at Metro

Sharon Lee Johnson, Metro’s Bikes on Rails program 
manager, renewed METRO’S pledge that there will be se¬ 
cure, convenient, adequate and user friendly parking for 
bicycles at the new Greenbelt METRO station. Johnson 
made a presentation to the College Park Bicycle Task Force 
on October 25. 


There are 24 bicycle racks and 
14 bicycle lockers on order. All 
of the units may not be installed 
by opening day, she cautioned, 
since there is no guarantee that 
the vendor will deliver on time. 
The Greenbelt Metro Station is 
scheduled to open on December 
11. Additional parking will be 
installed in response to demand. 

The new bicycle lockers fea¬ 
ture a very attractive modular 
plastic design. The old design, 
which is in place at most sta¬ 
tions, is an ugly, metal clad, 
chip-board box. The new lockers 
have a T-handle locking mecha¬ 
nism which is’more secure and 
more durable than the old de¬ 
sign, Xipckers wiR be available 


for rent. 

The ‘bicycle racks are the 
Rallyrack 3 design. Metro’s en¬ 
gineering staff concluded that 
this was the most se^’ure rack 
available. It is also one of the 
most expensive. It has a hinged 
arm with three pins that secure 
the bicycle frame and both 
wheels. The device is secured by 
a padlock in a pry-proof steel 
cage. 

Examples of the Rallyrack 3 
are at Union Station and Metro 
Headquarters. Examples of the 
new locker are at the Bethesda 
Station 

The lockers and racks will be 
just outside the entrance to the 
Greeubelt Station on the east 


side of the citation, Metro has 
learned that bicycle racks mast 
be convenient to the station en¬ 
trance. Otherwise people will 
lock their bicycle to neaihy trees, 
railings or other fixed objects. 
Bicycle racks at the New Car¬ 
rollton Station were moved ear¬ 
lier this year from a location 
150 feet from the station en¬ 
trance to a location just to the 
left of the entrance 

Johnson cleared up rumors 
that the construction budget and 
plans do not provide for bicycle 
parking. Thi's is because the re¬ 
sponsibility for all bicycle related 
services have been consolidated 
under the hikes-on-rail program 
manager. Funding for bicycle 
parking was recently transferred 
from the construction budget to 
Metro’s Department of Rail Ser¬ 
vices budget. This change insures 
that Metro will be more respon¬ 
sive to the needs of those who 
commute to Metro stations by 
bicycle.

Creenbelt National Guard 
Trains in Florida Swamp

(Cathy DeWitt, a graduate journalism student at the Uni¬ 
versity of Maryland, travelled ivith the Greenbelt-based 
National Guard Company CA-115 infantry brigade on its 
summer training eamp in Florida, She wa^ the first civil¬ 
ian and the first icoman to accompany the brigade, which 
includes a number of Maryland students and staff, on its 
training mission, slogging through the swamp, A portion 
of the resulting story she wrote for The Diamondback is 
reprinted below, with permission.) 

It was the darkest night of the year in the heart of a 
Florida swamp. Tliere was no moon to illuminate the 
treacherous terrain — the thick,^cold mud clutching at our 
boots, slipperj" tree roots, deceptive sink holes and thorny 
vines — w^hile we marched in a ranger file. The tree canopy 
above was so thick, our eyes could barely focus on the **cats 
eyes” — small pieces of. reflective tape — on the helmet 
bands of the soldiers in front to guide the way.

Receives CoDoty Grant 

iShortly after the Greenbelt 
Aatranomy Club’s celebration of 
Aj^trononny Day last May 1, mem¬ 
ber and Owens Science Center 
employee Russell Waugh sug¬ 
gested that the club could apply 
for a grant from the Prince 
Georges Education Support Ad¬ 
visory Council, which has been 
making awards to PTAs and 
community groups since 1987. He 
and Doug Love, president of the 
club, then wrote a funding re¬ 
quest to purchase a planetarium 
program and copying expenses, 
which was a winning proposal. 

This year, over 115,000 was 
given to 40 groups from 18 ele¬ 
mentary schools, five middle 
schools, five high schools, six 
private schools and six conmun- 
ity groups and special centers. 
Grants ranged from $200 to 
$500, with a special $1000 award 
from the County Executive to 
the Columbia Park Elementary 
School’s New Horizons Program. 
The only other Greenbelt school 
earning an award was the Elea¬ 
nor Roosevelt PTSA for their 
Operation Sweep enrichment pro¬ 
gram. 

Waugh and Love and the prin¬ 
cipal of the Science Center, who 
got their pictures taken with 
the County Executive, plan to 
put on what they hope will be 
an even more exciting Astronomy 
Day program next spring. 

The Goddard Astronomy Club 
and various astronomy-related 
businesses will also participate. 
The program will include an af¬ 
ternoon telescope fair, at which 
various O'bserving techniques and 
tools will be displayed, followed 
by a “star party” observing ses¬ 
sion after dark. 

The planetarium show will be 
given free of charge several 
times on Astronomy Day. The 
date has yet to be set by the 
Astronomical League, so keep 
watching this space*

The silence was broken by a 
shout at the head of the Hie. 

“Medic! Medic! We need a 
medic down here now. dammit! 
Move!” 

The column halted uncertainly, 
with half of us standing in the 
middle of a sluggishly moving 
creek. A real-w'orld casualty had 
occurred in the middle of last 
weekend’s training mission with 
the Maryland Army National 
Guard at Camp Rudder, Fhu 
A medic eventually reached the 
soldier writhing in agony from 
a serious knee injury he received 
after falling on a tree stump 
hidden by the night. 

Eight soldiers volunteered to 
evacuate him on a litter, ro¬ 
tating the duties of laboriously 
hacking a path through the for¬ 
est and carrying Spc. Andrew 
Cooley to the road so he could 
be taken to the hospitaL 
The rest of the unit settled 
down at the injury site to wait 
for the litter team’s return. 

The soldiers of Company 
C.1-115 Infantry Brigade, based 
in Greenbelt. are a Maryland 
Army National Guard light in¬ 
fantry unit in the 25th Infantry 
Division. 

Light infantry companies op¬ 
erate best in terrain that ve¬ 
hicles cannot easily navigate, 
such as deserts, mountains and 
Jungles. However, though light 
infantrymen are easy to deploy, 
they must carry all their sup¬ 
plies on their backs. 

The unit was in Camp Rudder 
in Eglin Air Force Base for two 
days and nights, near Panama 
Beach, Fla. for jungle combat 


training. Camp Rudder is where 
the army’s elite Rangers have 
trained since the 1950’s. 

“The exercise is patterned af¬ 
ter operations in Honduras,” 
said Capt. John Nasir, the unit’s 
commander and a campus eco¬ 
nomics graduate student. 

Company C’s 80 men left for 
Camp Rudder on Friday morn¬ 
ing in the belly of two C-130 
cargo planes from Andrews Air 
Force Base along with the 
“enemy’s”—30 Army ROTC ca¬ 
dets from Loyola College and 
Johns Hopkins University. 

As troops poured into the 
back of the planes, everyone 
put in ear plugs to stifle the 
deafening noise from the huge 
propellers mounted on the wings. 

We landed on a small, isolated 
airstrip, listened to a safety 
briefing on the alligators and 
poisonous snakes infesting the 
area and piled into a transport 
truck heading toward the Yel¬ 
low River. 

The unit then divided into 
three platoons — 25 soldiers 
each — and paddled rafts down¬ 
river for three hours before 
landing and starting the mid¬ 
night trek through the swamps. 

The 3rd Platoon’s original 
mission was to attack two sep¬ 
arate enemy outposts — a vil¬ 
lage and a fuel depot — Friday 
night and return safely to the 
airfield by Saturday afternoon. 

Spc. Cooley’s knee injury 
meant we had to delay the raids 
until Saturday morning, when 
our unit could reunite with the 
litter team. 

When the sun finally rose in 
the marsh, majestic trees drip¬ 
ping emerald moss, calling birds, 
darting lizards and a profusion 
of butterflies formed the back¬ 
drop to the destruction of the 
enemy bases. 

After the raids, the unit gath¬ 
ered for a frank evaluation of 
their actions conducted by ob-

The Statue’s History 

Paint applied some years ago 
to cover graffiti unfortunately 
prevented the stone from “breath¬ 
ing,” and this condition wil! 
eventually cause further disinte¬ 
gration of the sculpture. The 
city has secured the advice of 
a number of experts in the field 
of stone sculpture restoration. 
Proposed remedies, some prohibi¬ 
tively expensive, have ranged 
from applying a protective coat¬ 
ing to the statue bo injecting 
it with a crack-sealing substarce 
to completely recarving the 
statue to restore loet detail. 

A local stone expert has pro¬ 
vided an estimate of about $3,000 
for removing the paint, and- the 
work has been scheduled in the 
city’s capital improvements pro¬ 
gram for next year. Afterwards, 
further steps to improve the 
sculpture’s condition, within the 
city’s financial constraints, will 
be assessed. 

As for now, 29 citizens braved 
the elements for the sake of art 
and history and are probably 
still trying to get warm.
